2. Police officers and officials are shown opposite the nnmbers 21 to 30, 21 
being always the Circle Inspector, 22 the Station-house officer, 29 the Village 
Magistrate and 30 the magistrate before whom the case is placed. 

3. The numbers 1 — to 10 — represent the persons snspected and arrested. 
When an arrest is made, the dash is conrerted into a +. In heavy dacoities the 
nnmbers for the persons concerned can be carried on the next page, where the 
nnmber 1, given for the complainant, may be converted into 11 — , and so on. 

4. The name of a person once entered in the form is never rapesrted ; the 
person is afterwards represented by the nnmber opposite to his name. 

5. Similarly all places are represented by letters in the column set apart for 
the purpose ; a name once entered is never repeated. 

6. The village of a person is shown by entering in a column opposite his 
number the letter which represents his village. 

7. The column with the Homan numbers is for certain heads of information 
required to be given in all 'oases in Form No. 11. 

8. An axiom in reporting is that all information obtained in the detection of 
crime must be imparted by statements. Information is obtained by a statement ; 
if the detective officer makes a discovery, such as the finding of property, he 
makes a statement or report of such discovery. 

9. In this system the statements given nre recorded in the right-hand page. 
In the first column are quoted the reports and dates of such reports giving the 
information ; in the second column the numbers of the individuals who make the 
statements are enteied; iii the third column are given the statements. 

10. These statements should ordinarily be given in chronological order, 
commencing with the complaint or first information received of the crime. It 
is recommended to enter the statements in this note-book in the first person. The 
statements should be abbreviated as much as possible. 

1 1 . There is an index at the end of the book.

Strength of Polm 0-mrdsfor Prisoners. 

The minimum strength of Police Q-uaids for prisoners shall be as follows r — 
For a single prisoner, two constables. 

For two prisoners, two constables. 

For more than two and not more than four prisoners, two constables. 

For more than fonr and not more than six prisoners, three constables. 

For more than six and not more than ten prisoners, one head constable and 
four constables. 

In cases where a female prisoner has to be conveyed a female warder should, 
wherever possible, be detailed to accompany her.

Rules Relating to the Treatment of Sioh Prisoners. 

(1) When a prisoner arrives seriously ill at a police station, at which medical 
aid is available, such aid should immediately be invoked on behalf of the prisoner. 
Where no medical aid is available, the prisoner should be forwarded by cart, 
if his condition admits of this being done, with as little delay as possible, to 
the next station on the line of march at which medical assistance can be obtained. 

The Station-house Officer will send his bill for cart hire to the District 
Superintendent. 

(2) Prisoners attacked by cholera in a police station should be removed 
from the lock-up and placed in an airy part of the station and all possible 
treatment applied.

Buhs Relating to the Temporary Confinement in Suh-faih of Long-term Convicts and 

Notorious Criminals. 

When a long-term convicfc or notorious criminal is confined temporarily in a 
sub'jail or police stntion while under trial or otherwise, the following special 
precautions shall be adopted : — 

(1) A special guard, consisting of three police constables, shall be engaged 
to maintain a strict watch over such prisoner by night and day, and such prisoner 
shall le locked up in a separate cell, if available. 

(2) The ward in which the prisoner is confined shall be regularly searched 
at regular intervals, and, when a separate cell is provided, the special guard shall 
allow no one to approach except the jail officials, the person deputed to give the 
prisoner his food, the scavenger or other person specially authorised by the 
Superintendent of the sub-jail in writing. 

(3) To enable the guard to watch the prisoner by night, a lantern shall be 
so placed as to throw a good light into the ward or cell. The key of the door of 
the ward or cell shall be kept by the officer in charge of the special guard. 

(4) The prisoner shall not be detained in the sub-jail or police station for 
a longer period than is actually necessary, and both the Superintendent of the 
sub-jail and the senior police officer in charge will be held severally responsible 
for the safety of the prisoner. 

(5) In the case of a long term convict who is confined in a sub-jail or police 
station under Part IX of the Prisoners Act III of 1900, or who halts at a sub-jail 
en route to a central or district jail, the further precaution of imposing fetters should 
be observed. The fetters should ordinarily be removed during the prisoner’s 
actual appearance in Court, unless in the case of an exceptionally dangerous or 
violent prisoner it is deemed unsafe to remove them.

UuUb to le Olserved ly the Police when compelled to use Fire-drms to disperse 

Riotous Assemblies. 

The following rules based on the King’s Regulations, paragraphs 62 to 68, 
Section VlII are published, for the guidance of police officers : — 

(1) When the police party is under twenty files, it will be told into four 
sections. If there should be more than twenty files, the party will be told off into 
more sections than four, 

(2) All commands to the Police are to be given by the officer incomm and 
of the party. The Police are not, on any account, to fire excepting by word of 
command of their officer, who is to exercise a humane discretion respeoting the 
extent of the line of fire. 

(3; In order to guard against all misunderstanding, officers commanding 
police parties are, on every occasion when employed in the suppression of riots or 
enforcement of the law, to ensure that the fullest ivarning is given to the mob 
before any order is given to fire, and to take the most effeocitnl means to explain 
beforehand to the people opposed to them that, in the event of the police party 
being ordered to fire, their fire will be effective. 

(4) If the officer in command should be of opinion chat a slight effort would 
suffice to attain the object, he is to give the word of command to one or two 
(specified files to fire. If a greater effort should be required, he is to give the 
word of command to one of the sections, told off as above ordered, to fire ; the fire 
of the other sections being kept in reserve till necessary, and when required, the 
fire of each of them being given by the regular word of command of the officer in 
command. 

(5) The firing is to cease the instant it is no longer necessary. Care is to be 
taken not to fire upon persons separated from the crowd. It is to be observed 
that to fire over the heads of a crowd engaged in an illegal pursuit would have 
the effect of favouring the most daring and the guilty, and might have the effect 
of sacrificing the less daring and even the innocent. 

(6) If firing should unfortunately be necessary, all police officers and consta- 
bles must feel that they have a serious duty to perform ; and they must perform 
it with coolness and (“teadiness and in such a manner as to be able to discontinue 
their fire the instant it shall be found no longer necessary. 

(7) As a warning to rioters before firing commences — 

(a) a single shot will be discharged in the air. If this is ineffective, 

(b) the first round fired into a body of rioters will invariably consist of 

buckshot, instead of ball. 

JVote . — It should be clearly understood that blank cartridge is never to be 
served out to Police employed to suppress a riot.

Bireciions for Treatment of Snake-hit es, 

1. As soon as bitten, apply a ligatnre or cord round tbe limb or part, two 
or tiree inches above the bite, and tighten it by means of a rack stick. 

2. Scarify the punctures a quarter of an inch deep with a penknife or 
other cutting instruments, cutting across the punctures, or excise the part to about 
the size of a finger-nail and let the wounds bleed freely, and apply to the bottom 
of the wound a hot iron or live coal, or some nitric or carbolic acid. 

Apply and tighten two or three ligatures at intervals of four or six 
inches above the first. If the bite be not on si finger or toe, or part where a 
ligature can be ipplied, pinch np the skin and cut out a circular piece as big as 
a finger-nail and about quarter or half inch deep, and apply hot coal or hot iron 
to the bottom of the wounds, or drop in nitric or carbolic acid. 

4. Give to a grown-up person an ounce of hot arrack or brandy, or rum, or 
whisky in an ounce of water every ten or fifteen minutes. 

5. Send at once for med'cal aid, or take the bitten person to the nearest 
medical man ; should no medical man be near, if no sympt'jms of poisoning have 
appeared, the ligature should be relaxed, lest the part mortify. If symptoms of 
poisoning do appear, do not relax the ligature till the person be recovering from 
the poisoning, or until the parts become cold and livid. 

6 Suction of the wounds is likely to be beneficial, but it may be dangerous 
to the operator. 

7, If symptoms of poisoning set in, apply mustard poultices over the 
stomach and heart, continue the stimulants and give the patient fresh air freely. 

8. Do not make the patient walk about, or fatigue him.

Instructions for the Use of the Lauder Bmnton Lancet in Cases of Snake-hiie. 

(1) Tie a ligature around the limb above the bit-^. This may consist of a 
handkerchief, a [ iece of cord ora strip torn from a puggri tightly twisted with a 
piece of stick. 

(2) Cut freely into the punctures made by the snake’s fangs, and take two 
or three crystals of permanganate (which will be found at one end of the 
instrument), place them on the wound, add a few drops of water or of spittle, if 
water is not available, to partly dissolve the crystals, and rub them well into the 
wound until it becomes blackened in appearance.

3. Applications for new licenses may be sent to tRe District Magistrate or to 
the Talnk Magistrate or the Deputy Tahsildar and Sub-Magistrate in Zamindari 
tracts, or to the station-house officer. Printed forms of application iu the verna- 
cular on impressed stamps will be kept for sale to the public. Applications received 
by the District Magistrate direct will be sent to the Taluk Magistrate or to the 
Deputy Tahsildar and Sub-Magistrate in Zamindari tracts for report. Taluk 
Magistrates and Sub- Magistrates in Zamindari tracts will forward to the Police for 
report only those applications which they receive, direct or through the District 
Magistrate, from individuals whose character, statuH or reputation is unknown or 
doubtful; they will submit all others to the District Magistrate direct with their 
own reports. Station-house officers will forward their reports on applications for 
new licenses to the District Magistrate through the Police Inspector and the 
Taluk Magistrate or the Suh- Magistrate in Zamindari tracts. The Taluk 
Magistrate or the Snb-Magistraie in Zamindari tracts will see that the correct 
names of the village, hamlet (if necessary) and police station, within whose limits 
the village is situated, are correctly entered in tlie apphcation before submitting 
it with his report to the District Magistrate. 

4. Applications for renewal of licenses should he submitted carl}" during the last 
quarter of the year preceding that for which the renewal is desired, as all weapons 
for the possession of which renewed licenses have not been issued by the Ist 
January must be deposited in the police station. Printed forms of application in 
the vernacular on impressed stamps will he kept for sale to the public. Each 
application should be accompanied by the license and may be sent either to the 
District Magistrate direct or to one of the other officers mentioned in rule 3. Sub- 
ordinate magistrates and police officers who may receive such apphcations should 
submit them at once without remark (unless some reason for refusing renewal is 
already known to them) to the District Magistrate direct.

6. Licenses will be issued in printed form in the vernacular. If the District 
Magistrate grants a license, renevrs a license or declines to renew a license, he 
should send the license or order service-paid to the licensee, the nature of the 
contents being clearly noted on the cover in the vernacular {e.g., “license for 
the possession of a gun’’). If the District Magistrate, on an application for a 
new license, refuses to grant the license, the order of refusal should he forwarded 
to the applicant through the Taluk Magistrate or Suh -Magistrate in Z imindari 
tracts for the information of that officer. 

If the license or order sent by post is returned through the Dead Letter Office, 
it should be sent ont for delivery to the addressee through the local Taluk Magis- 
trate or Deputy Tahsildar, Sub-Magistrate or police station-house officer.

Information for Patients Proceeding to Coonoor for Anti-rahie Treatment 
at the Pasteur Institute, 

Ooonoor is situated on tlie Nilgiri Hills about 6,noo feet above sea-level and 
can be reached by the Nilgiri Bailway from Vlettupalaiyam in about four hours. 

2. Mettupdlaiyam is on the South-West branch of the Madras Railway and 
is easily accessible from all parts of Southern India. The Institute is about a 
mile from the Ooonoor railway station. 

3. Climate,— temperature of Ooonoor ranges between 60' F. and 75' F', 
from March to September and between 40' F. and 60' F. from October to 
February. 

4. The rainfall is about 70 inches, the greater part being received during the 
north-east monsoon in October, November and December. 

5. Persons coming from the plains req^uire fairly warm clothing and bedding, 
but nothing heavy, indigent native patients will, as far as possible, be supplied 
with blankets. 

6. Accommodation. — There are several hotels and boarding-houses which are 
open all the year round and also a residential club. 

(а) Europeans and Eurasians are not accommodated at the Institute but 
must make their own arrangements for board and lodging about which there is 
no difficulty. Persons who cannot a:fford hotel rates can find inexpensive lodgings 
in the town within three-fonrths of a mile of the Institute. 

(б) Well-to-do natives can find houses in convenient sitnations and others 
can arrange for lodging and meals in the town. Indigent patients can be 
accommodated, as far as there is room, in the free- (Quarters in the Institute com- 
pound and will be provided with blankets and cooking pots. 

(i?) British soldiers stay in the Station hospital at Wellington and 
are sent daily to the Institute in a tonga, 

{d) Native soldiers will be accommodated in the Oantonment hospital, 
Wellington, and are sent daily to the Institute in a tonga. 

7. Treatment. — Patients should proceed to Coonoor as soon as possible 
after being bitten, the probable dwte of arrival being intimated to the Director 
by telegraph. All treatment at the Institute is fr^e of charg^^, but patients who 
can afford to do so are expected to contribute something towards its upkeep. The 
course of treatment lasts from two to three weeks aocoroing to the severity of the 
case, and patients are not laid up but can go about as usual having regard to the 
roles of life reCv^mme; ded. Patients should always endea'^onr to bring with them 
the brain of the animal that bit. them, one-half in pure glycerine and the other 
half in a mixture containing 3 per cent, of bichromate o£ potash and 5 per cent, 
glacial acetic acid in distilled water. 

8. Concessions. — The Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway grants free 
return tickets a; d the South Indian Bailway grants free passes each way to 
indigent per'^on8 sent to the Institute at Government expense, on the presentation

to the Station-master of a certificate signed hy any of the ofS-cers * authorised by 
Government to do so. This concession is extended to one attendant npon the 
patient, wh*-iL such an attendant is necessary. 

The travelling expenses of indigent persons not in the pnblic service belong- 
ing to the Madras Presidency and maintenance allowance, both during the journey 
and while under treatment, are paid from pnblic funds, if neither they nor their 
relatives can afford the expense.
